limitations. There is in Lndiri 11 mas? of custom protected by too 
eonSMTUttism of a priestly cfoas and. tho forec of communal seiiti- 
moufc, that changes tit.tlu from year to year ; on the other hand 
there aro customs without such ptntechon which are fust “^P" 
nearing before the disruptive Force of modcniiam. TJe ritual of 
sumeiiitiire in particular is changing fast. In Lower hind nni in 
Gujarat the change has been great, ami in the Deccan I have 
myself witnessed in tilt) tart decade cutfrmiB derided and discarded 
by the present reuemtian and foft to an older general Ion to preserve. 
This d&mpesnJlfiO ol snub custom is the more impressive tw»Ul» 
it « prttusaly th*. older culture which has been preserved in many 
rites of agriculture, and ir* to* entails the greater ptmnmmca of 
rims which find their basis in a philosophy of animism.

LIFE AND POWER 

B Y atxftnge chance tic most primitive thought in the Bom- 
bay Presidency is found <dn>aa to its great mcLfippolri, fnr 
the settlements of the /kdjftm cotiu- down t.u within thirty 
milts of Bombay h and are r^aktereti over the two adjoining di- 
tricta of Tluim and Kojaba. 

The A r fitinn F hfruelj entirely without gods, has borrowed Lie 
gnds of H mdiiiflm ; quite without a calendar of his own he has 
taken the holy dnya of hia Hindu neighbours, but his borrowed 
creed rife lightly upon 1dm and it is still possible to trace many 
of hte primitive concepts in Ida daily ritual Dismissed uamdly 
£l 3 an imimist he really represents a much earlier stage of thought 
when each objects of Nature ns attract man's attention arc en¬ 
dowed with lift 1 and its potencies. The Kdtkarl believes in jlva 
ot ‘life 1 , giving it n very limited connotation which docs not 
approach the wider meaning giwn to it by Ilinduiem.

The KSthirTs funeral rites are unique in the Preside ucv if not 
in India. The body of the deceased is carried a short distance 
out of his house by women who hand it over to men beumirs, when a 
jffoae called Jivkhtopi, 1 stone of Idc is kicked up from the ground- 
Tb»atone or pebble enshrines the jiwi of the dead ; under different 
nnuies it appears in the funeral ritual of many castes, Imfc tudv 
in tlii- Knukun is it known as the ' stone of Lie r . Another feature 
in the olwcqtlies of a EafJcnri i« the er.’i titm of it imiiiiit 11 re * house 
of the(tern! ' on a largo stone placed over tide indies collected from the 
pyre. There are several patterns of this Loose. The more elusive 
Dhut Eutktifi make# a Louse of four poles with no door hut with 
an open aide; the S&n Kdt&ari makes bis house <■ uvular with a 
central pain and she smaller side-po^ts ooven-d with a thatch nf 
pais# (Butea froniioaa). or as an alternative pattern puts two 
poets in the centre ami three post# at the subi, the central post* 
being connected by a cross-beam. lute this house of the dead 
the ZMdrpute balled rice, milk and liquet . and the 6oH four hollow 
pieces of bamboo containing spirit, water and milk, [f any of 
the artidcR which were burnt with the dead have not been com¬ 
pletely burnt their remnant# are also placed in the Louse of the 
dead.

prom this concept of jiiw witii its limited embrace we puss to 
the Hindu ctmtcpr of fakti ami the Muhammadan concept of 
kitdraL It would be bird u> find a roncept more comprehensive 
than the Hindu idea ol biiti. Various concepts of a diffused 
auprmflrural cosmic power prevail in different ethnic -irons .if the 
world, and as a genera] term applicable beyond the local limits of 
Jtf. origin, the word tuana lias been applied by scholars to tb.se 
concept and has not lacked precise definition, In the treatment 
uf the ritual and belief however of India animism has played so 
prominent a part that the moulding of religious phenomena ban 
been narrowed and the dominance of Indian practice, magical and 
religious, by a concept earlier than animism has received insufficient 
attention. 

&jkti is a creative dynamic force or power in every tiling visible 
u»d invisible; in things animate and inanimate, 11 pervades 
everyth in g i arming a separate entity in individti il things in which 
it becomes a transmissible personality, Il pervades thotighto and 
idea*; embodied in thought* it may bo the power of benediction ; 
it in developed by the conmiou will of ninny ; gratitude transmits 
if as does .1 curse. It ta a power which acta both for good and for 
eviL Its good effects are burJuti. it* bid effects are amft or, &s 
women pronounce it. arist. It is a dongerouB element and cannot 
l w lightly treated, but from one point of view the whole of man's 
endeavours in ma gic and in religious ritual are concentrated on 
getting control of this power, using it Fur his own benefit and 
occuinu luting a fluid of it as a jwtential source of nil forms of 
blessing. 

A definition of btilmt must, follow the same lines, A concept of 
power older than Islam is intimately connected with the religion til 
the Prophet, just os it cannot bo divorced from the animism of 
Hinduism. All hitirui nnmt rtmitr from ibid anil KatUr or Krnlir, 
meaning 1 possessed of Wtnl, arc terms applied to God only and 
not rr. man. When lemlrat produce* gowl its vfWtfl are iorhaf, 
the same term as the Hindu uses: when it produces evil that evil 
i* the anger uf God. it is also IrtixU. ft vial mni hvrkat, fturam 
mm fiarkat. ‘ In tile hallowed there ia blessing. In the unliallowed 
there is impediment..’

Power thmdore in many Forms is associated with heat, the 
power of divinity, of a saint* of a bridegroom ; the innate powor 
of jxiytjun liiscuased later, the pciwer in indent in grain’ but beat 
is aJpo afisociuted with cwftem fumm of impurity which normally 
are deuLructive of power.

1 '-t her 
husband 1 * house against her evil potentiality the bride is required 
to press with hor right foot a fcwtuseeiB measure of grain pSwed on 
the threshold and to push some of the grain into the house with 
her foot K entering the house her right foot first. 

In a similar way the patjrfun of a newly purchased animal causes 
apprehension. To render it harmless Tulwars and ¥qjMits make 
an offering of food to the tail of their new purchase; Tnhmrs 
wash the tidl of the animal ; Bhtht giro the animal grain to eat 
with the flame object. Other precaution^ taken are the waving of 
five plantains before tin animal and thoir throwing away to tho 
miiuspkioujs south ; the washing of the feet of the animal and 
touching tliese with gold ami pearls; the waving of bread round 
[he animal and the thru wins of it away before the animal is admitted 
to its stalk Milk k also poured on the foot of an animal to mate 
its pdyff^n white or auspicious. In Sind when a new atrium l is 
purchased the purchaser take* with him a rupc and a bunch of 
CTceu grass so that the luck of the animal may Icmain green and 
auspicious ; gold k nbo dipped in water and this is then sprinkled 
over the purchase, nr the forehead of the animal is touched with a 
piece of £Q Id. If in spite of these precautions misfortune continues 
to befall the purchaser of an Animal. natural proof that its paytfim 
Is evil, the nnimal is sold even nt a Joea.

A curse destroys ir-mga, the merit or accumulated power of the 
pereon cursed. and the fear of tin- guest's come accounts largely 
for the courtesy shown him. just an fear of the curse of the bride¬ 
groom explains the royal treatment he tecerveo, The i-itRe of a. 
tnifsr. if unhappily he curees. is a thing the host b powerfrats to 
avert. If a host avoids a quarrel with his g wmt he seam * for 
himself absolution of his sins, but if he tuma away n guest, disap¬ 
pointed he loses nil his merit, or jmnya, gained iu the past, and 
acquire the guilt of the guest. According to the Aphorism of 
Ajmtombu, an offended guest might burn the house of his host, 
with the fhimcs of his anger; he comes to the house indeed 
resembling a burning fire. In fcsiad the Muhammadan nays ‘ If * 
be^ir asks for food anil you do not give it, at least do not anger 
him m dr ua rwjm. There are many Hindu stories to iflostnue 
the danger of angering o guest, There was once a devotee of 
Suva called Simla to whom the god appeared to test him and as. 
a beggar demanded a moal from the flesh of Ida son. fiiral im ,j hjj 
wife rang Lina in fear of the beggsr> anger killed their son and 
served up hm flesh* from mhklx tiwv evra partook at th* Ww a 
miueat. The beggar then refused to oat of t.b- dish as beimr ooe 
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prepared b y a pair without Lane ; they thrmupon invoked Siva, 
who appeared along with the murdered child am! gave them 
absolute bliss. Another story if that of Ajmsiivn. Ohm ujioii a 
ti™ the saco Nfirorfa, to iiunm the wives of Brahms, Vi^jiu, and 
yiva. who were always boasting that they were models of' fidelity, 
praiued the virtue of Anaauyn the wife'of one Alii. The three 
wives thereupon [lersuadod their husbands to attempt to deprive 
Anasiiya at her chastity. With this object the gods went us 
tiNiiuUeootj to tic hermitage of Atri and demanded a dinner, 
adding a condition that Anns ay a should serve them nude. Anasiryn. 
took a cupful nf water, washed her husband's feet with the water 
and then sprinkled the divine guests who at once liecame babies. 
She was then able to liist-urd her wrdi and lifting up oath bahv 
proceeded to suckle them, placed then's in a cradle and lulled them 
to sleep The guds were powers to resume their ordinary form. 
Their wives distracted by their prolonged absence. went in search 
rjf then), and at the race tic g-pWe of threi? roads flint led to the 
three heavens, met Naiad*, who said lie bad aevn t heir cunsorts 
gomg to The hermitage. The goddesses went then to the hermitage 
where they found the infants, but were unable lo identify which 
infant was which god, and provoked laughter by their effort® to 
find their taipcctive litishsndi, Finally, .Vnasuvu was persuaded 
again to wash kef husband's feet in water and sprinkle this over 
the infanta, who regained their original shape, blessed Anasuya 
and left with their crestfallen wives. 

Tim hosts fear of offending th« guest enables the lartor to 
cuore-i the form or into granting a request by refusing to drink 
water offered by the host, until the request is grunted. 

Various taboos on the conduct of n guest also flamoratmtc his 
potentiality for eviL lie must not leave the cuttings of his noils 
in his host's Houpc. He must never count the rafters in the roof, 
kfwtl>/ti shame rest maju mye. He should neither praise nor 
criticize the food that is ollered hrm. Ho should not ail rov«* 
where he is asked to ait, nor get up without the permission of the 
host. 

Besides these taimos on by? conduct, various measures ait- taken 
to nullify the evil potentiality of a socst. Ilia possession of great 
jtowc-r is no as.-?ursinte that, he does not also possess an evil eve. 
Afl a protection against, this, therefore, the Muhammadan boat 
reads the Ayat Ai ot ijolcnd. In the KamAtak a gardener will 
require a guest to wash fu& eye* and mouth before entering hia 
fruit garden. The guest may also have evil m other 

words, without any volition on kin part may bring with him a 
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train of evil sequel. To avert thii* the Sindi takes earth from 
beneath the heel of ike guest, or the Look of the animat he rijtw 
and. mixing with salt, throws it ink. ftrc lie ale., rend* an dptf 
Itegiiinin® IJushun Ail ah. In the Uliarwrae district the gm-Ht auwi 
wash his foot before he enters a homo, Even after a guest has 
departed one does not cease to protect oneself against Ida possibJy 
(*vil potentiality ; grains of black fd\5 (Eanicum [kilietim) an 1 
thrown behind tho departing go cat, os they aro thrown after u 
rnrpsi 1 !, or a black Booty earthen pot is dashed to tho ground mid 
broken behind him. And when be is quite gone tho a tops of the 
house are well brushed with wr.ttr, and in Sind the chairs ami tables 
in- umy hnva used are turned. 

Another rate gray oi protective measures id rlmt of practices 
adopted to render imujemma tho potentiality of the gpest by 
imposing on him a^ conditional ein. linihmius nml Rajputs offer 
him salt, as do Sindis. Still more < ominimiy rot II- ia presented 
to the guest when he arrives. Should ho, accepting this 

offer of salt or milt, still corneal an evil intent, the power innate 
in the salt and milk will harm him. In the Kanifltak tin may even 
lie asked to sjt awhile in a temple before he is admitted to a biotic-. 
Thi- sanctity of the temple is supposed to render harmless tlui 
potentiality' for evil of the guest. Even so the pilgrim wi return 
from his pilgrimage him to spend some time in a mosque or temple 
before hr is admitted to a house. The Sindi Muhammadan bridfr- 
gwom is taken I«lore the marriage ceremony really besins to n 
mosque to rates the potentiality of his curse, which is tW more 
potent because he giws into o;»*afci. And a Muhammadan who 
Inis viflited a graveyard b requited tenmke Limsdf fit for association 
with Ins fellow-men by spending some time in a mosque before he 
outers n house. 

With all Ilia potentiality for good and for evil, however

In these latter practices we 
teach the second axiom, as we might oil I it, related to the power 
of the bridid pair. Power ia ai all times, and even when honefloant, 
a dangerous entity ; t he greater the power, the greater it* uthoreut 
ekmismte of danger, and even so is the great power of the bridal 
pair. Ii may bo beneficent, it may cunfur hitrfo.it. but it- remains 
none the lew a dangerous force against which precautions must be 
taken. This empluiats of the dangerous element in the power of 
tV bridal pair uppers in varying degree in tho customs of the 
>bdiamniiidji£i and tits Brahmin, but ismuat marked in the practices 
of the nun ■ Bra hmin .

Another illustration of the dangerous dement in the power of 
tbc bridal pair h the restriction which forbids the lAwjayat mother 
to see the face oi lier son or slaughter when alyat k thrown on 1 hem 
at a wedding, Che mother ffiuHt not sm the ham akki or the 
graim, of nee mixed with curda which ore applied to the foreheads 
of the bridal pwr Wore the gueata throw the unbroken rice 
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Htvfcda fo JmrS akfo iuMjmruIu. Should &lit± see thissc, ishe nr 
k&r husband will die within three yean, A*. v howcvr>T f the mother 
cannot rofriun from joining in the benedictory throwing of afoot 
on the pair, she does this from fiinik a distance tu prevent*) her 
seeing their foreheads. 

Aetna] contact, sanij/ark. mnmTfj, transmits to things brought 
near to persons possessing &ikti or kwimt something of their 
innate power. This transmission entails the diffusion of thut 
power with all its potentiality for good or for evil, nnd Indian 
customs often appear mccmautcnt because attent con is for tha 
inuineLit concentrated on one only of the two aspects in which 
aueli diffusion can 1 m> regarded. Whilst the Huhninmadim raped* 
the leavings of food left by the bridal pur ns shar ing in their 
beneficent power, the Hindu generally neea only the possibility of 
4 transference oJ evil, Even the Hindu. however p viHuntbma tii" 
transference of Itwrkat, Them is ferial tranEfenwl by l lie water 
in which the feet of the bridal pair are washed m r contact tun be 
established by sight and the danfan of the bridegroom confers 
Wto; the water that fulls team the hair of the bridegroom 
he takes his mr$i bath or splashes from the heads of the bride 
and bridegroom as they make their nmufakndn, also confers 
batiot, Thesfl illustrate among non-Brahmins the transfer of 
good ami not ol evil- When, too, measures are taken to nullify 
the pnsaihfe evil pat/ijun of a bride as she enters for the brat time 
tins house of her husband (<jhar tomwj), ahe is required to kick 
over nt tJj i- threshold a measure of rice, and this tine is added to 
the family's stock of grain to bring it increase. 

A multitude of customs of another category illustrate the A&me 
transference o t power by contact, fundi MuhttmimMhins preserve 
carefully the pillows mid beds used by the bridal pair on their 
hrit night of married life, and tigniiiEimtiy iocafp these from 
toudiiun the ground- The gala dress worn by bride and bride¬ 
groom h rise preserved und kept sway from the ground, ainJ 
given to younger members of the family when in turn their marriage 
takes place. Even ornaments worn during the marriage are treated 
with the same csre, and the mirror used, by the bride mwt never 
tie broken, or the death of smnn one of the family will follow. 

There can bo no surer teat whether an object is believed to possess 
power than its protection from contort with the ground, and this 
teat La particularly applicable to the wristlets anil coronets which 
Llii- bridal pair have worn during the marriugt ceremony. A 
Muhammadan bride tkxh.i bridegroom wear a wristlet of mi thniad, 
dajCijfun, which cannot be placed on the ground, und after 
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1J ^ ts finally thrown In :i river or well to prevent ita touching the 
J^MUXbd or being stepped over. The Hindu bridal pair wear 
tstIb( kto h ta.irril.vtn, made out of the ximj* thread whioh has averted 
evil from the bridal pair whilst they took their fnangofynSii. 
turning uu enclosure around them. At all momenta a power of 
great ths viiti of the Hindu bridal pair h never mom 

powerful [him it h when they wear their wristlets or kfmkxn t nnd 
wttii tills power the Jfrmfca n are nat orally suffused, After a Hindu 
marriage, therefore, the wriatbte must Imi carefully preserved. 
Taki'tlrs and VudiI&T& tie them to a beam ki the too! and leavi; 
them there trntiJ they perish of their own accord. FirifiMrai 
Bruhthi?!# bury them entire in. the god-room; place 

them before fhs tatd tlgvata for live weeks and than throw into miming 
water. Ik&ulfu i Brahmins present them to the family god* and 
then throw them in n clean place or in water. SammU BtaJmiins 
digmUH their xnkti and then tie them to the root In Eaaatu 
Ran &imr< ami MadimU tie tho kmkaafr on the third day of the 
marriage to their leave them so tied for a fortnight as id 

tium throw both the ftal<j*tmba and the ktimixxn under a tree that 
haa milky juke. Kmrfii fcjww throw their kankaii into a 
majiing stream, AltufUlhUs tie the wristlets to a post of the marriage 
vmidap for a week or two, and then take them into the jungle 
whero they throw them in a bush so tliat they will not be stepped 
ovor t or smd them to a holy place to lie preserved for a yoar. 
Cttivodis have a more elaborate austotm They first, remove (she 
pioco of turmeric 1 wliic h was tied m the wristlets and with it mark 
The faces of the bridal pair and ol the mvasinix present amung 
the gneate, transferring to these hut barbit, UE iiJ then tie the wristlets 
to the Unga of the bridegroom and the mangahulra or marriage 
n.ickkce of the bride. hen either the bride or bridegroom die* 
the hinbin m buried along with the deceased. VWJhr* have 
fiever^l customs alternative to the one of tying the wristlet* to a 
beam ; they tie them to rh* hanging rack uaed for the storage 
of their milkpoU, or the day after the marriage the bridal pair 
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gm to fchfl temple of Ilaminmn, and then? untying the wristlets 
themselves throw thani in running water or a well* Ik&utha 
Brahmin* gometimeii (rive the hwhan To a priest, who places them 
in li put with coloured and thrown Them away; or after 

removing the Tumeric which h usually tied in the kanfam, throw 
the Jgnlbtr into the tub! plant which every Hindu household 
keeps. Another Brahmin custom b to worship t-lue Tnuiomd 
Mnbim with <iim Anil giv?i them to & priest, who returns them 
for preservation to the Bridal pair with a betolnut BhtU, whor*c 
kcmkun nro madij ol thread and boiled wh&aten dour, Bang them 
after the marriage to the roof. 

Tlue hardcan are made from the mrqi thread; any portion of the 
thread rmnsmimi after the kanfcim have been prepared receives 
the same pm ter ti on as the wnsritsts. It in not allowed to touch 
the ground, is tied to a post of the marriage mawlftp until the 
vwf-mhrp h dismantled. and generally later pnt with the ktiftki?i 
and bflxrrvy. 

The bridal coronet or biffing is of many types, Hmhininfl make 
it of pbntain-leaves with hanging flowors ; the Samsvat bating 
is of cork and tinsel Bondi (Kydia only tin a) is used fnr it in 
Kmuirn; IlamnMMne stitdi together fievrn leaves of alii (Ifeme- 
cylon odule) in three lines with a ball of cotton-word in the centre. 
Coloured paper in many cases is Unj iliief material tised. In some 
backward castes no bating is used. Where a coronet is tr^J. its 
Llizsposal iri tin lines similar to those followed in preserving the 
blnikan. Hindi Moslems tie garlands to the. foreheads of the bridal 
pair called mom or tfeAm. These, after use t are hung on a peg 
until dry and then thrown into water or arcs preserved in a box ; 
both methods of disposal preventing their contact with the ground. 
Romms find Nnidus also use o garland of flowers which an? renewed 
li-veiy day of the TiLafriAiJ* anti after line are thrown into writer, 
Raddis > M\ic?hvjaiK T Cnlmdi^ Fand also Kortim* tie the 
fwnmj to ii vertical pillar until it perishes. Vaifnam Bnthmins 
keep Lhe bating in ei bos: fot n year and then throw it into the 
compound of a templo. Lingayate keep the nrowu in an upper 
story of the house uf in a basket Jiiiueiied to a beam for three yeans 
or longer, and then throw into water, runmh place their bh&mj 
in a basket suspended from the roof, place it whenever amoved 
from the ba^het near the family gods on an d#ciirt. und eventually 
throw into water. Lamanti ol Ron tie the baling to the rout 
until some member; of the family visits them. when they 

give him the hosing in a Lois, in Kanaru the Kan Itimr and the 
Mzsdiml Tic their boding of bepdi on the sixth flay of the Eanniage 
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perminrady To n ivnni ; ftilcadu-, whenever the bridegroom sleeps, 
remove the Mwi'np and place it. in a basket before the f amil y goda. 
Rumbas tie it t<« & beam in the roof for three or five rear\ and 
then tiiToiv into water. /MdaAa SraRnmi-* tie the coronet t u i hi 4 
roof and leave it there, or offering it to the fad davatd throw into 
water or on mrnes pure spot. Even imionge! Tamil Christian* this 
idea survives of the tmusmiEismn of power from the bridal pair 
into the coronets or garlands they have worn. The brides mother 
ties gold leaves round the foreheads of the bridal pair: these leaves 
must finally bo thrown in a well or running water. In church 
tho bride and bridegroom nbo wear garlands of ffowtan; in i ho 
evening - when the pa i r ait in the marriage mawdap these irarlands 
nnist be hung on a peg and on tho third day of the marriage Hire 
thrown info watfrr, 

Muhammadan* Brahmin, end norn-Brahmin alike, theretore, 
reeogniyn the transfer by contudi of power from ft«e bridal pair 
lo the eomnetJS and wristlet they have worn, and the Chris Tun 
convert hue ret .Lined the same idea, A variety of ways adopted in 
disposing finally of these ortm incuts emphjiusizes t hat thew ornaments 
whi thair acquired power must not be brought into contact with 
the ground save where f.Lat ground has speck! sanctity and that 
they must not- be stepped over. Should any one other than the 
bridegroom tttep over these ornaments lus loses in sequel his own 
xvkti, The commonest method of securing the protection of powvr 
ia to throw things that possess or once possessed power after use 
into water, and this is the most usual way of diapering of bdMng, 
tjhtim, kanban, nnrl srji m, In one other respect also Muhammadan 
uod Hindu customs i Lemmistiute tho power iu thesa oniamentH, 
The ]>ower of out k7m?/j cannot* suffused as it is with the power 
of oar bridegTOsm, be brought in conflict with the power of another 
bridegroom, Nu MfiW/ can he used in two raimiages; no atAru 
ran b* used for one bridegroom after it has been worn by another, 
Sind i Muhammadans apply th«w same ukuw of oondunt to the 
liennik with which the feet and hands of the bridal pair are covered. 
This henna can bo touched by the bridegroom’* nister and by W 
alone, and any henna loft over must be carefully protected "until 
it is finally thrown into water. 

Thera is yet another significant meaning In the pmetiee of 
throwing wristlet and basing into water after use. These omumentn 
which have been in tho closest contact with the person of the 
hnde and bridegroom are hot with power. Alter their removal, 
therefore, tho Hindu dips Them ki milk, because ns they are, they 
are a potential factor of evil; they or u u possible source of danger 
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and must be eoqfecL The Hindi Muhammadan does uni use w filk 
in thin wav but considers that the water in which his jcAro and 
grArmtf are thrown coola the 3iut l-udrat they possess ■ ho throws 
thorn into wirier not merely to prevent their being stepped over 
or their touching the ground, but also Jarafa J hama t tfodo karim 
(8fo+h 4 to make them cool \ There could bo no more lucid 
illustration of the dangerous power which has been tmm rid tied 
from the bride and. bridegroom. 

To return to the bridal pair [f iunninuito things with power 
acquired from them by contact require protec ticiii + atill niurtf 
bgkttUy in tint blm huluyi? of this jwvrer In* preserved from harmful 
contents. The bridal pair, in the first- plncci, must as far as possible 
bo preserved from contact with the ground. In practice this 
means that they cannot during the marring* ceremony, or at 
critical momenta thereof, suck as that when the akptf throwu 

on tEieni* sit on the groumh Hindu marriage rites all show in 
some way or other variants of this common restriction ; the pair 
must si t or stand on something that insulates them from the ground* 
They may sit on pat or list boards of wood and always square in 
shape : on low stools sometimes inode of wood specially chosen 
sorb ns mango ; on baskets of bamboo, Or they may stand in boskets, 
Tlieir insulation from the ground is further mark the more secure 
by sprinkling on these a&m mmt form of grain i on the pot or 
T the black blanket used rice, jviri or wheat is scattered, the 
bankets nre filled with groin or the hindi of gr ain. Mdnlthat 
construct in the marriage tmiulap n series of five stops of earth 
which one covered with nowd ting, red earth and diunam and crowned 
with a twig of tlm Auspicious mango. In front oi this pyramid 
or bahut u square is formed, at each earner of which stands ft pile 
of earthen pots, five In number and cl diminishing ske from the 
bottom to the top ; these pots are stlao adorned with mango twigs* 
Qnd stalks of sugar-cane or jvhri rest against them. In tie 
middle of this square the bridnl pair when aimt ls thrown on 
Lin dsun oi red lice. 

In general, too, the bridal pair must wear shoes. A wedding is 
the only occasion among Brahmins«exclusive of Yaigpavm Brahmins, 
when the tjiijnmnn must wear shoes ; the boy at bis thread cera- 
many, in spite of hb power, need not wear dines, Taiwan r^pairo 
the bridal pair to wear shoes for nine days ■ Vivldart for five days, 
as also Gultsodis ami Katoms. Lstmaub, a wandering tril^, once 
tin? carriers of India, always show many modlfira Linus of any 
general practice ; the period their bridal pair must obfrrv* in 
lie billing tlidir shoes varies conridanibjy even within the limits of

one district iTUiarwar}. In some places the panod is i^t™ 
in others it is as Jong :ls a mouth. Th s? wearing of shoes is so 
strictly enforced that they can be removed only whm the wearers 
go to had ; even then the ahoes rrmst be platted m tho bedding 
whilst some Lamdnis insist on shoes being worn by the briHid 
pair even when they sleep. Amongst Lnmonia the bridegroom is 
met *t the gate or boundary of the bridek village, where he leaves 
liis old fiboefi and puts on new ones; in alternative he goes to the 
bridge house w'earing his old shoes but. carrying two new pairs 
for MinseH and h b Inido, At the marriage of Lrtfmln.it t \ffirrjtha 3 
and Muhamtmdant in tin? Deccan the brothers of tho bride tty 
steadily to steal the oboes of the bridegroom, and exact & penalty 
for their restoration. 

Another measure taken to protect the power of the bride mul 
bridegroom from contacts which would destroy it, is to forbid 
their going into the sun, or if this be unavoidable to protect them, 
when in the sun, by a covering such us :i black blanket. In the 
adoption of tub measure the non “Brahmin, ilb ho dues on nuny 
other nccarionB, meerc the Sintli >Iuhamiuadan and netuflliv parti 
from the Brahmin. The Brahmin does not prohibit im bride 
and bridegroom from going into the sun, nor does hit require them, 
should they do so, hi wear a black blanket. When, however, the 
Brahmin bridegroom goes to the house of the bride he is enveloped 
in a coloured jdd, a woman's gamma t which covers him entire!? 
save for his face. He m further protected by abd*ltfir or truncated 
parasols. The Bnihndn is r tn fact, strictly apBflimg, hut logical 
orthorough in working outbid theory ot Elie special power of the 
btiiiiil pair ; he does not emphasize with the emphasis of the neu- 
Brahmin the dangerous element jji that power, and is not an 
compiehciuivo in the measures he take* to protect H. One mada 
so much, one might almost say ad nauseam f of the imitation of 
B rahmin customs and ideas by the nun-Bmhniin that no excuse 
is needed for stroeamg that an nwuinatkm of many Hindu customs 
often allows a parallel t-o rion-Rmhmin thought and practice not 
in any Brahmin rite but hi the customs of the Muiiamniaikn 
If the assumption be natural that the more primitive will usuallv 
elsow th* greater conakteucy and that inconsistency of practice 
often follows a borrowing of ideas, then there are many occasions 
on which one might conjecture the taking of a cuatotn by the 
Brahmin from the mm-Emhmm t and not the reverse. 

Be this as it mny t thr Muhammadan and the non-Brahinin 
protect the bridal pair from. the inimical power of the sun ; the 
B rahmin who recognizes in otimr practices the destruction nf 
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MjN' that foDowa itn teijiasnm to the sun, does mrt approach either 
Muhammadan or nau-Endimin in conristenry, In Bind the bride 
and bridegroom withdraw lor some days into confinement p nr m 
use the local phrase they r ait In ntfntoia*. Thin msaon that the 
bride for hm or nine days at to in a room apart, from which site 
can go out only |i protected by a covering ; the bridegroom should 
observe the same confinement lor one day, but In practice walks 
about covered, The usual covering of the nun-Bralniiin bridal 
pair when they unavoidably have to go mil in the sun is a thick 
black blanket worn over the head, and though one may occasionally 
find the blanket tarabssly thrown over the shoulder in these days 
of discredited customs, the atrictneay. of the r&alricrtion is usually 
observed. Golkrs, fiarfttis ami Kttbbrn will not allow their bridal 
pair to part from their blank woollen blanket even in the mmvta p. 
A Jain bridegroom when he goes out of doors wears a hnnjdkmdsief 
ou his head in which he puts a kmou. Tile Kan Dimr and i/Wmd 
impure their restriction on going mh> the sun for three days as 
do some Lamanis ; Fadiiart; fiornm? and Pancdh for fiva days; 
TrihtwTS for nine daya and some Lattiania for ft months Ths 
beginning of the period is often counted from the taking of their 
ffi mfi butts or by the bridal pair. Skits restrict the 

period to the time the pair are covered with turmeric. Mufmm- 
vhtttfet^s extend the restriotifrn. to the bridegroom's beet man, the 
nnar, who is not allowed to go into the sun whilst the bridal pair 
am in vuraxlhL Mamikon prolong tlio period for ten days subse¬ 
quent to tin- marriage, .Among H&lakki GmtMi tho bridegroom 
goes in procession to the bride's house and the marriage tmtuittp 
by nriditp but aa he proceeds on umbrella is held ovur him. Tbs 
use of an umbrella bj r many caste is a minor illustration of the 
same restriction, and ol the ascription of royally lo the bride¬ 
groom. Just os common * too, os a single umhrelhi an? ornamental 
fans or parasols which serve no useful purpose* now* but ure witneas 
us ralieg to the aarne underlying idea of protection of powar. To 
avoid unnecessary exposure to the sun* it. is a common practice 
for the bridegroom to take temporarily a house close to that; of 
the bride. Occasionally* too, one finds foimUcs which will not 
take the bridegrpom in prucessiim at ah, 

THE PILGMM 

A pilgrim returns home after his jdlgnrasgt\ in an atmosphere 
of power. He luis visited sacred places and by contact has acquired 
power thurefronr. He lias, further! by a strict ordering of his life 
acquired righteousness; the Hindu has acquired punya or merit, 
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and r.bc possession of p&nya [Deans tie possession of power. This 
power in a mean* whereby he confers AdrihciZ on othora. W.jler 
in which tho fast of a Muhammadan pilgrim haw been washed sa 
drunk by others ; his bands are kissed,. for they have touched 
t he sacred walla of the AV bah. A ifaji is used to forte a request; 
it la thu essence of the practice of mrttr in Sind that the agent of 
cnetrion should posses power. 

In ft similar way the Hindu attempt to obtain bajhat from the 
returned pilgrim. His foot am washed and the water is sptinkind 
over people near ’ it is taken home and sprinkled over the house 
ami over children. Bunt is tfolfectect from under bin feet, and with 
this his friends anoint their bodies. He b invited to feasts, And 
food In- ha* touched or left uneaten is ratunimad by others. 

And yet just as it is tru# of other manifestations uf power, the 
power of a pilgrim is a potential source of danger to other* Tin 
Mnhajnnirtdun calk 1dm f/horo or 1 heavy " , the Hindu considers 
hi in BhUsur or an incarnation of divinity. Hia power is above 
normal and in oOTTcgponding degree his potentiality for evil L c 
the greater. 

A Muliuniiimdan pilgrim is feared for forty days i to avoid his 
curses he mnert bo humoured in every way, not excited nnr allowed 
to work. Before be Enters a house on his retina from pilornnapi* 
he must firat go to 4 mosquB and mnart wash his hands and face, 
He must on no account deep with his wife for a week. The 
Hindu guard* Against the potantiiility of the pilgrim in cnnrb the 
eamo way. He is received with respect at the village boundary 
and gi Vim milk, bm Ile insist puss a night or two in t\ temphi before 
lie will bo received in a private house, or if he arrive by iky at 
hast some Lours in a temple outride the village bound*.* When, 
too, he first, riitf-rs u private dwelling his feet are willed and in 
is thrown over him. His evil eye jh feared by gardeners, who will 
not allow bun to outer thoir gardens until be has washed Ins eves 
snd mouth. The water m which his feet were washed miiFt not 
be thrown over the- elders of t.ha family of the pilgrim him- 
self. 


mstmuemon 

A Mhdilt is a Hindu ceremony which ijualiHEg tha Hindu to 
discharge properly the duties of the next status into which ho 
p,w.ffl through that ceremony ; a mwskiir makes complete or 
perfect by the addition ol something that was wanting; How 
just m during somo of ha mwtgr the Hindu hoy is credited with 
special inordmiile power, m the Mulmmiuaduii attributed unosun! 
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power To a boy at his HirimmbioTL Tho Multturunii^tan boy at 
hiu circumcision is <jhon> t 1 hftBsvy with htdral \ 

ft^mminta of the boy’s food ufl* eaten hy others to obtain barkaL 
After his wound has Seated ho b taken round newly cultivated 
fkfiMit or to a nnwjy constructed w&U to promote good crops or a 
good supply of water. Ha is asked io pmy for others and to h]p-&. 
His curse is very dangerous and ran> msmt be taken not to irritate 
liltn. 

Tho similarity between Lhe MuhammadM! boy at liis circiim- 
cision and the Mubennm&dRU or Hindu boy at his marriage is vary 
Hobo. A garland of Bowers, tnora. is given to tho Muhammadan 
hoy at lii? drciamcfeui; this must, eventually be thrown into 
running water. So also when his hands are dy<?d with henna mixed 
with water, any he mm that falls to the ground must be buried or 
thrown in running water* and no one save a near relative is allowed 
to carry it. The mom and henna are tir-ated Fiffror ivso with the 
sum*? care a* are the bn&iwj and the kunhin, the st:hm and the 
tflatm Even tho oartlien pel of water with which the wound of 
drtumicisiicn is bathed, must be broken or at leant Hupped after 
use, a practice in which I surmise the same ft^nimption as Hint 
which appears so often In Hindu ritual, that a broken thin g losers 
its power.

THE ABCETIti

this earth ; can rit on the lace of the- waters without sinking; and 
can test in ndd-air. The length of a minis life rest* with hinii&U, 
fur he can prolong ft as he wills. There is little indeed ho rannot 
du against the ordinary laws of Kature ; he can see the past and 
the future and hia vision is prophetic. 

One form of miracle commonly attributed to saints is an 
unnatural curing of sotnc disease, Every district almost has some 
family crerlitcd with a special power of coring some particular 
illness which it has deqaand from some saint in tho pu*t. At

summation of her marriage hna been accomplished. Until tM* is 
effected the orthodox will nut eat food prepared by iier t nor offer 
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fluoll food to n gi>d JiF. tuiif?zdtfa T nor invite her to fousld m special 
occ&s Ions, 

If cm attaining puberty u girl, be married* the husband shares 
in hex impurity, lie cannot leave his village; cannot go on a 
pilgrimage ; cannot, make or receive gifte ; cannot a have ; cannot 
celebrate any tmtikaf such m a marriage or thread ceremony; 
mytmnt ini tin to or complete a vow ; cannot take part in any 
sacrifice ; lie id forbidden to worship or even take iarfam of gods 
m certain temples such as that of Tirupati VanknteiS p to perform 
certain ^niddhan in honour of the dead—Lie T irthirmllba or 
Makalnyn Sruddha — and cannot touch or worship any Tma[L ri " he 
him not already touched or worshipped. He b also not a lit parson 
to be invited tc< special feasts before tlie consummation of the 
marmgD is effected. 

No simple em phasic, however* of the Imparity of a girl on 
attaining puberty will co-ordinato all the rites associated with 
her seclusion. The Muhammadan regards her shadow as gkvrQ, 
as charged with flower, whilst Hindu practices include many which 
lay stress not on her impurity but on her j mltfi. Her power is 
treated as beneficent. As on other auspicious occasims, nrti is 
waved round her; in this ahe is given the respect that a bride and 
bridegroom receive- Yot even in waving Util round her the belief 
that she is impure intrudes. Jrti is not tn be waved round a single* 
parson, and so as no one wpj ait beside her liecause of her andean- 
ness die takes a* a companion a doll, or in Kunam a coconut. 
Then again the Adri of grain haa to bo protected from the virus 
of her contact; she cannot grind corn, she cannot pass before 
those that are sowing grain, And yet if her huahund, who shares 
m her impurity, meaauiefl p ram oh the threshing-floor, the grain 
will show an increase in measure beyond all anticipatioiL When 
her attainment of pubeny h suspected, ua a test she is. asked to 
touch a tree which wit her.’ i£ she has really attained puberty, but 
on tho other hand, though normally she cannot touch a tree, she 
may touch on the Jirst day a fruit-tree, and if this should give 
Emit sho will herself have bsua + Quitet* fix n Jakki tree (Vitex 
negnmio) in the floor and require her to sit under it for three days. 
Alaixhrs make her touch a mi or * babul trr-fl on the fifth day, 
whilst Boktyas r^priro tier to touch with her right hand a. babul 
(Acacia arabicii) on the fourth sky. From tirueta rime, in fact, 
one or Other \Am predominate*; at ito moment the idea that she 
po&ses&oa u mysterious [power* at ujiuther moment that, dic in 
undeum An eclipfla must be protected from all tmcleaim*i'.-H p and 
a pregnant woman may not look at. w eclipse ; a gitl on attaining 
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puberty piny, however, go unprotected out of doors if tlie sun 
be eclipsed. 

There is thus n aTgmfhant difference in the precautions taken 
to isolate a "woman it menstroation, and those adopted to seclude 
a sir! on her first m e i td rnta c ion, In tire fanner there is ft nmfonnity 
unbroken by my exception ; there is a consistent effort to 
nentralbc tkv dangerous influences sup posed to emanate from 
woman iif this *:ikk n The kliter,. however, are linked with rites 
in which there is no idea, of cuntoghci, in whic;li p in facU tlmtu is 
the underlying concept of power neither imnspirioua nar maleficent. 
The diffnrencB is not a small unii. for it ponnitai one to explain the 
rides that a (zirl attaining puberty should not touch the ground 
nor eee the eun H not as additions! evidence of her deadly contagion, 
bait as proof of hsr power* 

PESONANC^' 

A woman when enceinfe has special * power*, She is. to use 
the iiuhammndun term, <jhori. tshe kaSj according to the Hindu, 
the combined iakfi of herself, her husband end of her child. 

Her power may confer barkaL When sowing is going on. and 
again when the crops are two or three month* advanced in maturity, 
or just before the crops are reaped, a feast is given to a pregnant 
woman in the imps that har power will 1« conveyed to the crops. 
On the ninth of the bright half of the month B]iiVirapud r u pregnant 
woman in the Karim Uk is ik'Lod to grind at. homo ilour from Hl-h 
groin of the particular crop which is growing in the field; from Uim 
iluiir a boiled concoction is imulu with water and sprinkled by a 
man ovur the field. It is auspicious for a pregnant woman to 
sow seed or to eat the tat-froits of the harvest. In order that 
a new tooth may grow, a lost or extracted tooth is thrown on the 
roof of the house oi p. woman who is pregnant. 

A pregnant woman was in olden times frequent]y a sacrifiria] 
victim, At Ilitmpi lh a wall still worshipped by women pilgrim* 
in memory ol the time when one Mnhnpnrosa Bhistapaya buried 
beneath the wall hia own ilaughter who was enceinte to prevent 
it foiling down as it had previously done Bevaral tunas At Ron 
in the Dliarwat district is a well cdlcd Ajj&im, About two hundred 
years ago there wu* a family tolled JakarnMi of which an eliler 
member huitt a well which remained dry, Iq a dream he wjj told 
that he would obtain water if he sacrificed his oldest daughter-in- 
law who was than tnteiitie, He thereupon induced the people to 
■fuwm r. him Pc vxrrv food to the bottom of the well to offer it Lo iho 
water deity; t hey descended tho well by a ladder and held ft feast 
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at thn bottom of \ht wdl. On soma excuse when they intd rw- 
ascended from tho well T -Ijjam w left at the bottom and the? 
ladder was drawn up. Water flowed into tLo well and she was 
drowned. Fur long after thEa cradle songs and the sound tif n 
rocking cradle could be heard from the interior of the well and 
for many years the Jahiraddi {amity offered regularly new Paris 
and bodices to the well. Originally it was a step-well and on one 
of lbs a Ed -m was an image of Ajjam which waa worshipped when* 
crvr=r children were sick or m trouble. About a hundred years ago 
this image foil into the water and Was lost, but another image wm 
made and placed at the foot of the dtepa, and when the well was 
made into a draw-well, about A Jh 1890, transferred to the aide 
df the well. The original image is said bo have had round it ftm&ller 
imageei of children ; thf present one has images of two children 
This is an account given by an old man and woman of the village 
aged about ninety yean. Quite recently I come across a case nl 
which a wall belonging to n railway company fell down mom 
than once, and a local fakir solemnly advised the burying of a 
pregnant woman lumeath the foundations to prevent a recurrence 
of the accident. 

The hunts of a pregnant woman deceased am used by conjurers 
and her stub fastened on a pole ia used to protect gardena. 

Her jfintfrj can be transferred to others, Tn obtain issue, barren 
women infer hrr to a garden or tn the Imnk of a river and feast 
hut: cut off stealthily the ends of her tabrs, causing her a mis- 
r-rimt^c .-ind bringing thsTUPolves issue, or eat the ttnhm tW. aro 
made from burning her rubea. 

The fjM id a wnnmii in pregnancy adds foiue to curtain note 
usually dangerou.3 and make* them Krill mure dangerous. li ia 
always dangerous to scratch lines on the ground with iuhvy 
charcoal or nails ; it is always hazardous to sit on charcoal *ud 
ashes, and suck acta are forbidden to s woman in her pregiuiocy* 
Spinning and weaving have their dangeiw and am forbidden to 
such a woman after the sixth and third month of her pregnanev. 
Acte of himm are particularly dangerous. From the moment l^r 
pregnancy is known she slimiEd not grind com* cut or break wood 
cee sweep ; after her sixth month she should not wash clothes, 
roast grain or make 1iread„ Her AaJtti again adds force to her 
oath or to her curse. During her pregnancy she cannot give nway 
a wmoowing'fan ; she ahuiild not, go near a ties or through stand¬ 
ing crops i £0 into u dilapidated house* sit on an ant-hill or on 
l»mm aEid hides nr step over water in which 4 corpse has been 
bathed, or she Immi* her child- 
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Her powor ha* an element of impurity. If she boks at an 
(xilipae^ which must be protected from all P flfJeflnn eaB, ahe canOofl 
tho period of ike eclipse to he prolonged. Food that atm rooks 
after six mmitha of pregnancy h imp mu awl cannot ho filferetl to 
a god ; il ate flees a sm tks the snake Ijeeomtfl blind until flhe tleUwat

THE WOMM WITHOUT tSSUE 
Thu married woman without imue tua defeated the purpose of 
Nature- She m without MU and is associated with the evil

s .jilsci women fortunate in having issue i he is credit**! with the 
- ^ power of mflkling evil-eye.

arc litm^ round i-Le necks ol milch cattle, Shoes ^mird the thresh- 
ing-fioor from evil-eye tuu] the waving of shoes round ilic victim 
of evil-aye is a common practice, A shoe also keeps away spirits 
The shoes that protect the rhreshiiig-iloor from eviheye also protect 
it from spirits; a shoe placed beneath a pillow keeps spirits from 
canning bad dreams ; water poured in a shoe is given to a man 
possessed by n spirit: a child whim illness is attributed to spirits 
is weighed against shoes* or a Garland of shoes is thrown round 
its neck and then thrown awity 
Although tii-- ward evil-eye suggest* something ’.\-rv clearly 
dcnuiroafced, ii is really capable nf an smndyrifi in general terms 
only.

Furfspik 
stories relate Lrjcirlonts connected with t \ to pen untie of Hindu 
wetica which shew that the Hindu bn* rite same conception of 
the association of good and evil as has the Muh*mmjvckit. Gnu 
Dun.'i^mum, an ascetic, performed penance for twelve years, al 
the end of which time his glance had soqulrod such destructive 
power that there w m a danger of thfi whole world being destroyed.

At Knndgol the image of a gnd Bhamuippa is 
worshipped annually and the pt^Sri rnha ghee on the image; at 
Karujgi a special preparation of gram pulsa and jaggery caDad 
htiruftti is nibbed on the image of She god. The ^'nl* it ts believed* 
cnurtumoa tin? ghee anil the huttinn, and the pujdrl haft to bo blind¬ 
folded during his worship, m a protection against the evil eye of 
the god.

Women „ 
in general, are mom dangerous than men. tho nrrTi it is some times 
said t.hiil el woman cannot, acquire this evil power until after her 
marriage. A T efi, a Dftoitl, a Sonar woman, that k the oil vendor 
the washerwoman arid the goldsmith's wile, is dreaded by many ;

TtH and to the Dhobi woman. Here we have again a fusion of 
ideas ; the profession of these castes is om of hm^ f to qpjg the 
Hindu term, and him *it destroys taribjf.

beams and blocks of stones; makes fruit-trees wither; poisons 
food ; breaks a plough, causes j I [ness ami pmi death. The glance 
of the evil-eyed met on a journey folk the purpose of the journey. 

The power of the evil eye is powerless to harm in the ahaenco 
of fear. Among the Kfitfo irif contempt far evEl-cyc h m common 
that one may find man y Ktitkarh who do not even know the word 
Brxfit and kft the vaguest idea of what evil-eye mcunji. It in 
pcmblE, topi, beosnac fear on the part, of the victim of evil-eye b

Though, however, fearlessness and laughter may defeat the 
activity of cvil-oyc, and though many forms of beneficent power 
are protection against the evil eye, power itself, however beneficent, 
however intense, must be protected from the evil eye. The power 
of trees, water, metals, numb™, colours, bread and grain may 
^ bo a protection against evil-eye; ftven the power of cteya afford* 
protection and cw may frustrate the activity uf a mu with an 
evil eye by saying 'Born on Saturday' or f Burn on Ainutmyfi 
The greatest power leimiiiLs, noverth&lefts, susceptible to die evil 
influence 1 of the eye. A child, thongls a god or almost m> ; a bride 
and a bridegroom regarded as tho c-Rseac* of deities, the mw of 
LokFipI and Nflrftyanii; the girl on attaining puberty; the mother 
on her delivery, must bn protected from rvibeye. Trees, again, 
must lie protected, and last of all images and symbols into which 
divine Aakti has been invoked. When naivedtfa is offered to a god 
the worshipper resist cover his eyes with hia nght hand to protect 
the image from the possibility of an evil glance ; the dvmk b 
protected by uu exe t bread and Icjitos, and the protection afforded 
to the hotgtinA-a is wry rimiiar in detail.

There are various ways of testing whether a person bus been 
stricken with evil-eye. Seven dnllira, sc veil mmil atones picked 
up from a road ; nitc! to seven marking nuts and the huir-combings 
of a woman fire waved three times no and the su=|K?ct«J victim, 
and thrown into fire. If the chillies make a crackling actin'] this 
is proof of the presence of evil. Chillies with salt are*dso throw-]i 
into lire, and the arsckling of the salt betrays the existence of evil- 
eye. Tf it is suspected that, a child has been victimized, five chillies, 
salt, frsiii, '.artfj from cross-roads, and small sticks in ken from tho 
“ bouse, are waved over the f luid and thrown m the fire, 
in Urn Mum'S of those who saw the child ailing. If the articles 
thrown thus into the fire give off a bad smell, the Muhammadan 
thinks that there is evil-eye. In Sind a atom; is token and round 
h thread is wrapped: verses of the Koran are reciter] over it and 
it thrown Into firp. by some one other than tj i■■ iubjut' ■! victim.

The M uhammad a n considers an oath taken idthe-r 
in the twilight or at noon very i hi rigorous ; the Hindu t kinks an 
oath taken at sunset is more dangerous than at any other time, 
and the worst curse is one uttered at noon. Bod intentions enter* 
turned at dawn, noon or auiiset draw power from the hour, and lead 
U> ill.

It is this innate power of trees that m rerognbed in Indian 
practices rafkoi than the divinity which popular belied has attri¬ 
buted To certain particular tires.

When illness in Gujarat tb 
attributed to spirit activity a pile of wheat is lulled nnd deposited

several kinds of grain are boiled and sprinkled after sunset on the 
village boundary. Sprinkled over u person pawessei by a spirit; 
earen by him or tied to his person, era in exorcizes a spirit. At a 
Ltfti.ti.'', run mao i; five kinds of grain are placed m two earthen pot--, 
waved in front of the bridal pair and thrown away to the south 
These puts, which after being waved must not be seen by the 
bridal pair,keep away spirits.

The Miihnrmmidnrt 
also attributes greater power to an oath taken at an colip8o e at, 
dawn or sunset, at lull moon, or on the first Monday and Friday 
of a mouth. 

An oath is the more serious if taken in a place lull of power* 
such as in a graveyard, 1 bo dargah of a saint, u mosque or a temple.
